In theory public utilities operated by 
German cities must pay their owu 
way. This theory Is not. however, 
fully borne out lu practice, because the 
allowance for depreciation Is frequent- 
ly Inadequate, and the plants are not 
required to make good the taxes for- 
merly paid by the companies they su- 
perseded. But the effort to put these 
OOrvlces on a paying basis bus resulted 
In limiting the various undertakings to 
districts where they are sure to pay.

Professor Hugo It. Meyer in recent 
articles lu the Electrical Hallway Ue- 

tuny describes the results of this re- 
strictive policy on street railways and 
electric lighting, and the followiug 
facts are taken from his articles: 

The cities that went into the street 
railway business adopted a uniform 
fare of 2.0 cents, but with two excep 
Uons abandoned this after short trials. 
The experience of two typical German 
Cities will prove of Interest as showing

When the city of Cologue took over 
the street railways the fares charged 
were i!.." cents for distances up to 1.5 
miles and :i.7."> cents for the maximum 
distance. ti.'J miles. After operating 
tbeni awhile the city authorities raised 
the fare materially while extending 
slightly the minimum stage. The pres 
ent charges are 2.8 cents for 1.0 miles. 
B.75 cents for 3.75 miles, 5 cents for 
6.63 miles and 0.28 cents for distances 
over 8.C3 miles. 

The city of Dusseldurf, which, ae 
quired its street railways in 1900. at- 
tempted to operate them at the uni- 
form fare of "J. 5 cents, which had been 
charged by the street railway com- 
pany, but s.k>u found that it was losing 
money and limited the U.5 cent fare to 
2.44 mil™, chancing 3.T8 cents for dls 
tances between that and 4.J5 miles. 
After Increasing the track mileage the 

g lty again raised the fare considerably. 

I reducing the minimum stage. The 
prices now charged are 2.B cents for 
1.60 miles. .1.7" cents for 3 19 miles, 5 
cents for I miles. <;.•_'.-> ceuts for 4.78 
miles. 7.5 cents for 0.38 uilles. 8.75 
cents for 7.19 miles and 10 cents for 
7.94 miles. 

It should lie borne In mind that these 
prices are really very much higher 
than corresponding rates would be In 
this country, because wages In Ger- 
many are much lower than In the Unit- 
ed States. The exorbitance of these 
charges is shown by the fact that In 
Minneapolis, a city of the some size 
■a Dusseldorf, a passenger can ride 
thirteen miles for 5 cents, while In 
Buffalo, which has a population about 
equal to that of Cologne, the passen 
ger gets fourteen miles for a nickel 

The desire of the cities to make all 
poaslble profits out of franchises and 
to limit them to short terms has re- 
raited In greatly delaying the develop- 
ment of public electric lighting, al- 
though the people were anxious to 
have the new lights Installed. This is

stations in the whole of Germany. As 
the prlvnte or Isolated plant, as It is 
called in this country. Is fnr less eco- 
nomical than the central station, this 
restrictive action of the Germnu cities 
has thrown a great burden of cost on 
Its progressive citizens. The situation 
Is the more remarkable because at the 
time of the Introduction of electricity 
for lighting nnd traction purposes Ger- 
many was far better equipped to per- 
fect and develop these systems than 

the United States, yet it 
completely outstripped by our own 
country, chiefly if not solely because 
here private enterprise has been given 
a comparatively free hand. 

In closing one of his articles Pro- 
fessor Meyer says: 

"The unwillingness of the cities to 
suffer financial losses on behalf of the 
congested city populations after those 
cities had denied those congested pop- 
ulations relief at the hands of profit 
seeking companies |g | n Instrn. the 
contrast to the eloquence with which 
the ad \< 'cites ,.f purchase by the cities 
had denounced :he dividend seeking 
companies."

"Having pooled our tobacco of ^the 
1904, 1905 and 1906 crops, both as 
members of the American Society of 
Equity and as an independent organ- 
ization, putting the same up in strips 
and leaf and having been disappointed 
in the results obtained, we have de- 
cided that the pooling and holding of 
redried tobacco is not to the best in- 
terest of the farmer. On this account 
we have made the following proposition 
of our own accord, to the American 
Tobacco company. 

"The Green River Equity Warehouse 
company agrees to deliver to The 
American Tobacco company all of the 
1907 crop, which it now controls, 
which it may control, to the Owensboro 
factory of the American Tobacco con 
iny on such other factorv in Owen:
